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Tri-Town Cleans Up After Sandy 
By Eric Tripoli 

Some said it was to rival Hurricane Bob, the 
storm that devastated New England in 1991. The "perfect 
storm" comprised of Hurricane Sandy and two other 
weather systems made landfall around New Jersey last 
night, but the South Coast felt the approach hours before. 
Sustained winds of over 35 miles per hour raged across 
the coastline from Rhode Island to the Cape all day, but 
eventually faded away around midnight. 

While the Mid- Atlantic states have seen 
everything from heavy snow, rain, wind and major 
flooding, the Tri-Town emerged from the storm relatively 
unscathed. 

"Things are looking up. We had some sand 
washing up on the road near the town beach," said Mary 
Lyons, Chief of Police in Mattapoisett. "We still have some 
power outages." According to the NSTAR website, there 
were 813 customers in Mattapoisett without power before 
noon on Tuesday. 

What could have become a catastrophe ultimately 
ended up as an inconvenience. Schools and town halls 
were closed. Flood warnings were declared. Some areas 
of the South Coast were even evacuated on Monday 
afternoon. 

Luckily, damage was limited to fallen branches 
and small to medium-sized debris along roadways. No 
towns reported any major fires or medical emergencies

during the storm. Since the storm began to wane, 
emergency crews have been hard at work addressing 
problem areas. 

''Roland Cote, the Tree Warden, along with two 
contract crews, are out working on dealing with wind- 
damaged trees and their removal. Clean-up at the town 
pier, town landing, town beach, Ned's Point will proceed 
after tree work and road obstruction removal," said 
Michael Gagne, the Mattapoisett Town Administrator. 

"We had downed wires and trees all over 
town. There doesn't seem to be any neighborhood hit 
more hard than another. As we speak this morning, 
clean-up operations are underway," said Marion Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson. He reported that the town 
measured a 67-mile per hour gust of wind on Monday. 
"This could have been a devastating storm." 

Meteorologists were predicting wind gusts of 
over 80-miles per hour and a storm surge of almost 10 feet 
for many lower areas around the South Coast. While the 
full moon increased the high-tide level overall, flooding 
related to the storm surge was minimal. 

The amount of damage may be less than 
anticipated, but as of Tuesday afternoon, there were still 
some trouble spots. 

Chief Lincoln Miller of the Marion Police 
Department asked that residents steer clear of Delano 
Road as there is a large fallen pine tree leaning against 
the power lines. There were also reports of downed poles 
on Featherbed Lane in Rochester. Electrical outages were 
limited to 152 customers in Marion and 88 in Rochester 
before Tuesday at noon. 

"We were left in pretty good shape. This morning, 
clean-up was going well," said Sgt. James Wassmouth of 
the Rochester Police Department.

restore the park's original glory. 

The proposal includes restoration to hiking trails, 
new picnic tables and benches at the skating pond. 

The hearing tonight was continued from the 
last meeting when Dickerson first brought it before the 
Commission, which was supportive from the beginning.

you're proposing a two-story structure/' said Hills. 

The hearing was continued so that the engineers 
can draw up more detailed construction plans for the 
consideration of the Commission. 

Then, a hearing for the Town of Marion was 
held to discuss their Request for Determination of 
Applicability to add sand to the existing beach and to use 
the beach house field as a staging area for regattas. The 
proposal was fueled by concern over congestion in the 
harbor during races, which could include anywhere from 
70 to 240 boats.

new dwelling with septic system and driveway. The 
amendment was to adjust the footprint and location of the 
house, to shorten the driveway, and reduce the size of the 
septic leach field. A detached garage would also be added 
to the Order of Conditions. 

"We originally submitted the plan back in 2008, 
it was approved in 2009. At that time, there was one 
adjustment to the wetland line and we added some 
boulder markers around the driveway," said engineer 
Dave Davignon of Schneider and Associates. "The new 
plans reflect the new flood zone changes. In this case, 
the velocity zone actually pulled away from its original 
location, which allowed us to move the location of the 
dwelling." 

The footprint of the home must be changed 
due to a prominent rock ledge located under part of the 
construction area. 

One issue that came up was the condition of 
a stream local to the neighborhood that empties out 
into Aucoot Cove. The stream carries high quantities of 
nitrogen into the cove and acts as the only safe passage 
near the road for many animals. The language of the 
plans includes dredging the stream, which could have a 
negative impact on the area. 

"This property was originally conservation land. 
The only reason it was not transferred into conservation 
land is because there was a title issue. This stream is 
extremely important to the health of Marion," said Chris 
Bryant of the Sippican Land Trust, who indicated that he 
was not familiar with the specifics of the plan as he had 
only seen the NOI earlier Wednesday afternoon. 

"We purposefully let that stream meander on 
down there to deliver nitrogen down into the cove," he 
said. 

Briggs said that mention of dredging was simply

boilerplate language for the project and did not mean that 
the stream would actually be dredged as part of the plan.

The district seeks to develop and implement 
protocols that w^ould minimize the risk of exposing 
students to allergens that pose a serious risk to school 
health. In addition to providing education to staff and 
administration regarding life-threatening allergies, they 
w^ill create a plan to deal with the needs of students with 
serious allergies. 

In order to expedite implementation of the new 
life-threatening food allergy policy the Committee voted 
in favor of the plan following its discussion. 

In one motion, the School Committee voted to 
approve policies regarding students leaving a charter 
school, service animals in school settings, and pre-school 
and kindergarten tuition. 

The Committee also voted to approve six other 
standard policies set down by the state, including the 
policy regarding equal employment opportunity, equal 
education opportunities, school choice and staff hiring. 

The superintendent's evaluation system was also 
under discussion. Last year, many on the Committee, 
including Superintendent Doug White, felt that there 
could be a more fair and comprehensive way of judging 
his performance for the district. 

White focused on switching the tool from an 
objective numerical weight to a system based on specific 
goals and benchmarks, and how effectively they were 
achieved. The tool was developed by the Department of

The new method would allow for each 
school to better address specific needs. He stressed 
the importance of an evaluation for student learning, 
professional growth and improvement plans. The two- 
step system would begin with a self-assessment on the 
part of White, followed by meetings with the School 
Committee members in order to judge his proficiency as 
superintendent.

The Mysterious Death of 
Thomas Randall 

The gravediggers 
worked hard digging through 
the cold February ground. The 
corpse had been buried for 
seven days during the dead of 
winter of 1841. Hopefully, the 
smell would not be as bad. 

Rumors had begun to 

circulate in the days after the 

death of Thomas Randall. His 
death had come by unfair means, it was said. Unfair, 

presumably meaning he was murdered. 

He was 43 years old and was eating dinner with 
his family when he fell back in his chair, began gasping 
for air and turned black in the face. He was known as an 
"intemperate man'' and may have been drinking at the 
time. Before anyone could help him, if help was even 
attempted, he died. 

It had snowed about six inches on February 1, 
the day after his death. The Reverend Thomas Robbins 
noted he attended a funeral the next day of the "drink- 
ing man who had 
died suddenly." He 
was buried at the 
"Mattapoisett Ceme- 
tery" after the funeral. 

Thomas Ran- 
dall married Maribah 
Parlow on June 18, 
1820 in Rochester. 
They had five children 
between 1821 and 
1832, all girls. Perhaps 
it was because Mr. 
Randall was known 
as being a drunk and 
he had died suddenly 
with his family watch- 
ing, people began to 
think his death was not an accident. 

The rumors persisted and soon several people 
demanded an investigation. The coroner asked a jury 
to order a disinterment of the body, and on February 9, 
several men went to the cemetery with shovels in hand 
to dig up the remains of Thomas Randall. The news had 
spread throughout New England. Newspapers in New 
Bedford, Boston, Salem, Northampton and Keene, New 
Hampshire would report on the grizzly post mortem 
exam. Digging up bodies was not a common thing in 
19th century. Social beliefs of the time thought of the 




dead body of something to be protected. There were also 
many superstitions about corpses, such as the belief that 
the living needed to be protected from the dead. 

When the grave diggers made their way though 
the cold, icy ground and the several inches of snow that 
continued to fall during the past few days, they lifted 
the wooden coffin up and loaded it on to a wagon. The 
rotting corpse was carried through the streets of Mat- 
tapoisett to perhaps the office of one of the physicians in 
the village. 

Waiting to observe the dissection and exam of 
the corpse was the coroner, the jury and "several spec- 
tators." Dr. A. S. Jones of Mattapoisett was assigned to 
perform the post mortem exam. This same Dr. Jones 
would be charged a few years later along with another 
local doctor and a medical student for robbing a grave of 
a corpse for the purpose of dissecting it. 

Dr. Jones went to work on the body of Mr. 
Randall while the onlookers observed in curious silence. 
Medical training at the time did not often include hands- 
on dissections of bodies. What one knew of anatomy 
was often learned through reading books and later while 
operating on living persons. Perhaps Dr. Jones took this 

opportunity to ex- 
plore anatomy while 
performing the exam. 
Or perhaps he worked 
quickly because the 
corpse was already 
over a week old. 

While exam- 
ining the air passage 
of the deceased. Dr. 
Jones was sure he 
discovered the cause 
of death. Either by 
reaching in the mouth 
or cutting open the 
throat. Dr. Jones pro- 
duced what appeared 
Photo by Anne Kakley to be a mass of flesh. 

Upon further examination and knowledge of the menu 
of his dinner the night of his death, it was discovered 
that the mass lodged in the deceased's throat was a large 
piece of boiled pork weighing about an ounce and a half. 

The jury rendered a verdict of an accidental 
choking while eating. Any thoughts of an "unfair" death 
were quickly put to rest in Mattapoisett. Mr. Randall was 
returned to his grave where he has been, hopefully, at 
rest for the past 177 years.

Cloud Atlas. Starring Tom Hanks and Halle Berry. Directed 
by Lana Wachowski, Tom Tykwer and Andy Wachowski. 
Running time: 164 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

If the massive, vaultingly ambitious Cloud Atlas could 
be whittled down to one old-Hollywood concern, it might be this: 
At the end of the picture, do the guy and the girl get together? 
This is a tricky proposition in this case, because there are six guys 
and six girls, in six different times and places, all of whom, we 
are led to surmise, are the same guy and girl in different stages, 
and sometimes they don't even meet each other for so much as 
a how-do-you-do. Cloud Adas, based on a widely cherished cult 
novel by David Mitchell, spans centuries and the globe without 
breaking its stride, intercutting between each of its sextet of tales 
and arriving, finally, at its big takeaway: Love is good. Freedom is 
good. Truth is good. The opposites of those things are bad, and the 
pursuits of those things are the only constant in an ever-changing, 
ever-hostile world. 

Well. Yes. It would take a preternaturally grumpy viewer 
to object too strongly to this life-medicine, though, because it's 
administered so skillfully and passionately, with a complete 
disregard for the cynics in the balcony. I think the tipping point 
in Cloud Adas determining whether you will love it or hoot at it 
is a top-hatted imaginary demon with greenish skin, exhorting a 
character to do vile things in the name of self-preservation. I grew 
to look forward to that fellow, and I sighed a little and became 
restless when the movie flicked over to the futuristic "Neo-Seoul" 
segments, which feel the most like a dystopic fantasia by the 
Wachowski siblings (of The Matrix). Sure enough, they directed 
those segments, as well as another futuristic story and one set in 
the 19th century, while Tom Tykwer (Run Lola Run) handled the 
'30s, the '70s, and 2012. Which shows, I guess, that Andy and 
Lana Wachowski are uncomfortable with present day, present 
reality, and Tykwer can work quite well without spaceships and 
laser blasts. 

Taken all in one two-hour-and-44-minute lump. Cloud 
Atlas is never boring; I checked the time at one point, saw that 
we had about an hour to go, and settled back, relaxed and happy 
to get more. As pure cinema — a term I overuse, but can't avoid 
when discussing this thing — the movie is a vast banquet table 
stretching to the vanishing point, though we're never allowed to 
linger over any one tasty dish before it's removed and replaced 
with an entirely dissimilar platter. Mitchell's novel was structured 
symmetrically, or palindromically, the first story leading into and 



appearing in the next, and so on, and then the narrative doubled 
back on itself. The movie shuffles the deck — the effect is simul- 
taneity, not continuity. Each reality the film shows us — a notary 
on a ship, a rent boy working as an amanuensis to a composer, 
a journalist uncovering shenanigans at a nuclear power plant, a 
publisher trapped in a nursing home, a clone seeking freedom in 
futuristic Korea, a post-apocalyptic tribesman in Hawaii — un- 
folds, for us, at the same "movie time," in apparently different 
dimensions. 

The fun part, despite clucking from the politically cor- 
rect, is watching the same actors — Tom Hanks, Halle Berry, 
Hugo Weaving, Jim Sturgess, Jim Broadbent, Hugh Grant — 
appearing as different characters of sometimes different races. 
Hanks gets to be heroic (or at least morally conflicted) in some 
segments and diabolical in others; my favorite of his incarnations 
was "Dermot Hoggins," a pugnacious Irish writer who chucks his 
least favorite literary critic off a roof. Hanks and Halle Berry ap- 
pear to be destined for love — the "guy and the girl" who get to- 
gether at the end of the picture — though in a couple of the stories 
they make no more than a nodding acquaintance, perhaps because 
in those realities Hanks isn't worthy of love yet. Karma seems to 
be one of the many ideas bubbling to the surface here. In his six 
identities. Hanks starts out rotten, becomes merely sleazy, then 
conflicted, then violent, then an inadvertent motivator of freedom 
fighters, and then, after many visitations from Hugo Weaving as 
the aforementioned top-hat demon, finally a hero deserving of 
Halle Berry's hand. 

Again, most of this is shuffled together so smoothly that 
it never confuses and nearly always engages. As photographed 
by Frank Griebe and John Toll, it's a gift for the eyes, and though 
Cloud Atlas is perhaps not the intellectual/emotional one-two 
punch it seems to want to be, it's nonetheless made for endless 
replaying on Blu-ray and at midnight screenings (the few still 
extant). In isolated bits it feels major; other bits force us to agree 
to go along with them (the makeup department kept very busy 
here, and sometimes it's like playing spot-the-actor in something 
like The List of Adrian Messenger). The cast and the filmmakers 
are committed at the highest level, and good old Hugo Weaving 
gets to chew scenery as a variety of evildoers, including a forbid- 
ding nurse (yes, a female nurse). Given that this is the first major 
film co-directed by a transgendered woman (Lana Wachowski), 
it ends its gay love story less cheerily than some will like, while 
others will shrug and blame it on the repressive time period. The 
Magical Negro trope pops up in a couple of the segments, too, 
which may, for all I know, reflect as much on the book as on the 
filmmakers. Cloud Atlas is too earnest and overarching to be 
perfect in any way — the literal-minded will gather dozens of 
flaws to cackle over. But in such a timid time for entertainment in 
general and movies in particular, I have to respect the beauty of 
the attempt. It isn't a masterpiece but it sure has masterful pieces.

The ENF awards $2,296,000 annually in MVS 
scholarships to 500 high school seniors nationwide (19 in 
Massachusetts). The first and second place awards are the 
largest scholarships provided by any major fraternal or 
service organization. 

Male and female students compete separately for 
identical awards. Below is a chart of the national awards. 

• 2 First Place Awards of $60,000 ($15,000 per year) 

• 2 Second Place Awards of $40,000 ($10,000 per year) 

• 2 Jack London Third Place Awards of $20,000 ($5,000 per 
year) 

• 2 Fourth Place Awards of $16,000 ($4,000 per year) 

• 2 Fifth Place Awards of $12,000 ($3,000 per year) 

• 4 Sixth Place Awards of $10,000 ($2,500 per year) 

• 4 Seventh Place Awards of $8,000 ($2,000 per year) 

• 482 Runners-Up Awards of $4,000 ($1,000 per year) 

Massachusetts also has a total of 72 one-time $800 
awards. Last year the Massachusetts Elks Association 
granted a total of $141,600 to graduating seniors through 
this program. Applications are available beginning 
September 1 from your local Elks Lodge, or online at 
www.elks.org/ enf / scholars.
